WORK ON PRISON 
TO START TODAY 


Penitentiary Will Cost Over 
Million Dollars When 
Completed. 


Beginning this morning, under the dl- 
rection of Warden Moyer, the first shovel 
‘of dirt for the erection of the new part 
| of the big federal prison in south At- 
ante will be taken from the United 
‘States reservation. This new part of ‘the 
| butlding will be erected directly in front 
lof the present cell block and will pro- 
| vide when completed for two more cell 
| blocks, administration offices, an isolated 
| cell block and other new and modern 
| equipment. 

| [It will be remembered that a bill pro- 
‘viding for $200,000 to be used for the 
‘enlargement of the federal prison was 
| passed by the last congress, and it is 
'with this first annual appropriation that 
the work is begun tomorrow. While 
ithe actual work of digging the founda- 
‘tion starts today, it is expected that the 
‘actual work of construction will be hur- 
‘ried along as soon as possible. While 
this first appropriation only calls for 
$200,000, it is expected that the new 
building when completed will contain 
some 1|,200 double cells or accommoda- 


tions for *2,400 prisoners, 

| Practically all of the work of con- 
‘struction will be done by the prisoners 
themselves and rather than dreading the 
coming work they are looking forward 
to it with the keenest pleasure as a great 
relief from the shut-in life of the cells. 
In fact the outside work is,awarded as 
a special privilege and the assignment 
to an outside squad is always received 
with genuine pleasure, 

When completed, the new federal prison 
will be the very latest arrangément 
known for both the comfort and the 
safety of the prisoners. Stretching dl- 
rectly in front of the present cell block 
will be a frontage of most imposing ap- 
pearance, which will be reached from 
the old McDonough road by a number 
of wide driveways. Between the new 
main building and the present cell block 
there will be an open court and apart 
from “the rest of the prison an isolated 
ward. 

It is believed that the government is 
anxious to have the work hurried along 
as Uncle Sam has more children that 
need oerrection than he has a place to 
accommodate at present. While the peni- 
tentiary when completed will cost over 
a million dollars, it will represent in 
reality much more than this sum, as al- 
most the entire appropriation will be 
used in the purchase of materials, the 
work of construction being carried on 
by the prisoners without the necessity 
of hiring more than a small amount of 
labor.

Sympathy in Science. 


(Michael A. Lane in National Magazine.) 

The new politcal economy, therefore, is 
not so much concerned with mathematics 
as it is with sympathy. Sympathy !s a 
word that hag no méaning for the old sci- 
ence of economics; whereas sympathy is 
the. central conception of the biologist, 
and hence of the new economics. Cells 
have sympathy for one another, and 
hence men, being mere compounds of 
cells, have sympathy compounded and 
recompounded in the highest degree. The 
old economics shuts its eyes to all ideas 
of justice. Justice, a fair division of 
nourishment, is a conception that has 
no place whatsoever in the old political 
economy; whereas n the new is occupies 
the center of the stage. A fair, a 
proportional, nay an equal, divjsion of 
nourishment is necessary for the hu- 
man body if the cells ard to do their 
work. All cells must have ample gup- 
ply of food; indeed, all cellg must be 
supplied with more than they need-- 
they must have a superfluity rather than 
a seantiness to draw upon—if they are 
to do their work well. As with men, 
some do not require as much as others; 
what would be a superfiuity for some 
would be stint for others. The method 
by which the cells divide their store of 
nourishment is the very method that 
was long ago devised by socialists for 
the division of wealth. To each in pro 
potrion to his needs; from each in pro- 
portion to his powep.

vessel, and any torpedo will sink a 
warship or put her out of fighting 
condition. Actual experiments both 
with and without searchlights have 


shown that a torpedo boat on an ordinary 


night can get within range—that is, 
within from 800 to 1,000 yards—of an 
opposing versel, before being detected. 
The only logical] defense appears to be 
the torpedo boat destroyer. 


War on All Private Cars. 


(From The Railway Age.) 

Tt now looks as if the reign of the pri- 
vate care was approaching an end. The 
interstate commerce commission is con- 
ducting an elaborate investigation asa to 
the conduct of this class of cars which 
is likely to be productive of much benefit 
to the railroads. It is not too much to 
say that the railroads, particularly in tne 
west, have been practically at the mercy 
of the refrigerator car owners for many 
years. So far as the rates on commodi- 
ties handled by these corporations are 
concerned ,the railroads are practically 
without voice. 

No better fllustration can be furnished 
than the existing condition in connection 
with the transportation of dressed meats. 
The owners of the live etock private 
equipments once had their day, but Nap- 
pily the railroads were abdie to es7ane 
from their exactions. The conditions at- 
tending refrigerator traffic, however, are 
go peculiar as to make it impossible for 
the railroads to apply the necessary rem- 
edy and it is fortunate that federal au- 
thority has stepped in to bring about a 
reform, 

The evils attending this traffic have been 
fully set forth in our columns in the sev- 
eral letters written by | J. Midgely, 
who has given much time to the investi- 
gation of this subject and has shown 
the commission a fruitful fleld of inquiry. 
That the owners of this equipment will 
surrender without a vigorous fight is not 
to be anticipated, for it is not alone the 
profits accruing from the cars that consti- 
tute the advantage of such ownership, 
mor is it even the influence which such 
owners can exercize upon rates that 
makes the scheme attractive. 

To put the packers upon the same foot- 
ing as all other shippers would go far 
toward making it possible for the raii- 
roads and the stock shippers to break up 
the packers’ control of the stock market, 
which for some years has been the most 
serious menace to the prosperity of that 
particular industry. The control of the 
transportation facilities and the influence 
exercised thereby largely determine the 
price of the live stock on the one hand 
and the product on the other. ‘lt would 
be well for the interstate commerce com- 
mission to broaden its inquiries and take 
in every phase of this most important 
question. |

Huw 
much better it is to labor in that wav 
for the peace ang happiness of each 
other and the community than it ig to 
stir up a community with strikes and 
strife. 

There are cities where if such organ- 
izations existed ag the one here men- 
tioned there would be frequent strikes 
and closed kitchens. The object here 
is a more noble one; to do good, keep 
well, and if sick to aid each other to 
speedy health and a quick return to 
work again. This should be a lesson to 
the advocates of foreign domestics. ‘Let 
down your buckets where you are.’”’ Use 
the willing and faithful domestics at 
your doors. They are the best in the 
country as years. of trial have proven. 
I wish to add my hearty approval of

‘but rather to do good, to help keep coal

‘in this way they intend to help keep the 
‘wolf of:hunger from their humble doors. 
‘In other words. these old people are in 
their way passing sweet charity around 
,to each other in the needful hour, and 
| thereby as far as possible keeping them- 
‘selves from becoming burdens to the 
‘city or their friends. Ai present I am 
‘Informed that the society has a member- 
ship of more than 160, aj] of whom spent 
many of the best days and years of their 
es la for others during slavery 
days.
